I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Healtl- 
Services  of  the  Borough  and  Pert  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1015 o 

As  in  previous  years,  the  subiect  matter  has  been  greatly 
curtailed  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  it 
is  regretted  that  owing  to  the  v/ork  in  the  department  being  seriousl;^ 
interrupted  from  time  to  time  by  conditions  resulting  from  enemy  action,, 
the  Report  has  been  delayed. 

For  the  fourth  war  year  in  succession  there  has  been  no  outbreak 
of  infectious  disease  of  any  importance  - 39  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  26 
Eases  of  Pneumonia,  104  cases  or  Measles,  .6  cases  of  Whooping  Cough 
and  one  case  of  Diphtheria  being  notified.  When  it  is  remembered  that 
a large  percentage  of  the  population  lives  in  the  shelters,  I consider 
that  this  low  incidence  of  infectious  disease  testifies  to  the  value  of 
the  strict  supervision  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  staff  and  the 
routine  measures  adopted  in  dealing  with  these  shelters,  viz.,  cleanliness 
ventilation  and  the  daily  spraying  with  Ghloros.  It  is- -obvious  that 
some  factor,  or  factors,  must  have  been  at  work  to  prevent  a major 
outbreak  of  droplet  infection,  such  as  influenza. 

As  will  have  been  noted  only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  oefeurred  in 
the  Borough.  I consider  this  happy  state  of  affairs  to  be  a testimonial 
to  the  Local  Authority  for  the  facilities  it  has  offered  to  the  Public 
for  some  years  to  obtain  free  immunisation  against  this  infection. 

From  data  I have  obtained  from  the  reception  areas  it  can  now 
be  stated  that  76. of  the  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  16  have 
been  immunised.  Unfortunately,  I cannot  record  such  a favourable 
percentage  for  the  under  fives,  notwithstanding  the  increased  facilitie.s 
the  Local  Authority  placed  at  my  disposal,  and  the  propaganda  spread 
throughout  the  Borough  by  means  of  posters,  birthday  cards,  and  home 
visits  by  the  Health  Visitors.  Only  44.41^  of  the  infant  population 
has  been  immunised. 

In  the  past  tv;o  years  Whooping  Cough  vaccine  has  been  given 
in  conjunction  with  diphtheria  prophylactic  to  those  children  whose 
parents  ask  for  it.  It  would  seem  from  the  fall  in  the  notifications 
of  the  disease  - 53  to  -3  - that  t^e  vaccine  has  some  influence  in 
preventing  this  infection,  of  v/hicn  it  can  be  truly  said  irs  the  most 
expensive  epidemic  disease  of  childhood  when  the  cost  is  measured  in 
terms  of  loss  of  life,  acute  physical  suffering,  permanent  damage  to  the 
respiratory  and  cardiac  mechanism,  and  loss  of  school  attendance. 

During  the  year  163  children  were  given  the  protective  vaccine. 

Scabies  has  been  on  the  increase  during  the  past  year,  619 
oases  having  been  treated  at  the  Cleansing  Centre,  an  increase  of  231 
over  the  previous  year.  This  is  accounted  for  to  some  degree  by  the 
fact  that  cases  from  the  Dover  Rural  District  were  treated  at  the  Borough 
Cleansing  Station  by  special  arrangement.  The  indications  are  that  the 

?eak..  has  now  been  reached.  In  a large  number  of  instances  the  increase 
s due  to  familial  conditions;  one  member  of  the  household  introducing 
the  infection  and  no  notice  taken  of  the  condition  until  the  rest  of 
the  family  commence  to  scratch  and  get  disturbed  nights.  If  cases 
detected  in  the  early  stage  were  sent  for  treatment,  it  would  help 
greatly  to  stamp  out  this  infection. 

I should  like  once  more  to  pay  tribute  to  the  excellent  work 
carried  out  aj;  the  Cleansing  Station  by  the  members  of  the  First  Aid  Post. 
But  for  their  assistance  it  would  not  be  possible  to  carry  out  this 
important  branch  of  Public  Health  work. 
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Maternity  and  Child  It  is  surprising  to  note  t>jat

recorded  for  the  pre-war  year 
the  ante-natal  clinic  is  steadily  becoming  more  popular,  and'  thanks  are 
due  to  the  mddwives  for  their  valuable  collaboration  towards  this  end. 
Attendance  at  the  Clinic  gives  opportunuty  for^w^atching  the  health  and 
nutrition  of  the  expectant  mother,  ®nd  detecting  any  abnormality  in  its 
early  stage.  A large  proportion  of  tlie  mothers  avail  themselves  of  the 
Government  Evacuation  schem^e,  v/hich  enables  them  to  have  their 
confinement  outside  the  range  of  the  German  coastal  guns.  The  number  of 
cases  of  infant  mortality  v/as  12  as  compared  with  16  the  previous  year. 


In  connection  with  the  report  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
it  may  be  of  interest  to  point  out  that  during  these  war  years  there  has 
not  been  a single  outbreak  of  food  poisoning,  which  I consider  is  no 
small  tribute  to  the  efficiency  of  the  supervision  of  foodstuffs  carried 
out  by  the  members  of  his  department* 


In  conclusion,  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  it  gives  me 
much  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  health  of  this  old  Borough  during  the 
past  year  has  been  satisfactory.  I should  like  on  behalf  of  the 
Department  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  for  the  courteous  and 
helpful  manner  in  which  you  have  dealt  with  the  various  problems 
presen-ced  to  you  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

Personally,  I must  record  my  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to  the 
members  of  my  staff  for  the  loyal  co-operation  and  painstaking  help 
they  have  so  vallingly  giv^en  me  during  the  past  year.

The  fourth  complete  year  under  war  conditions  brought  no  further 
change  in  the  work  of  the  department,  and  my  remarks  in  the  reports  for 
the  years  1941  and  1942  apply  equally  to  the  one  now  under  review. 

Inspection  of  public  air  raid  shelters  continued  to  receive  particular 
attention.  Routine  spraying  with  disinfectant,  periodic  examination 
of  bedding  and  disinfestation  v/hen  necessary  prevented  any  serious 
trouble  in  this  respect. 

Prompt  disinfection  of  the  bedding  etc.,  used  by  the  few  families 
frequenting  these  shelters  in  v;hich  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred 
ensured  that  no  further  cases  developed  amongst  the  shelter  population. 


Co-operation  with  the  Naval  and  Military  authorities  continued 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  department’s  resources  are  always  at  their 
disposal,  in  matters  connected  with  rat  infestation,  inspection  of 
foodstuffs  etc.
